d Five years ago, when we requested authority from the California Public 
Utilities Commission to discontinue a little-used, midday steam train each way between 
Sacramento and San Francisco, our request was denied. 


Instead, the Commission directed us to substitute for these two trains a new rail-diesel 
car. In the Commission’s opinion, public convenience required the service to be continued, 
even though it was conceded at the time that our annual out-of-pocket loss on the new 
rail-diesel car operation would probably be about $19,000. The courts refused to set aside 


the Commission’s order. 
| We did as we were directed. 


The new rail-diesel car cost $167,000. It was streamlined and air-conditioned. It was of 


stainless steel, spotless and shining, and tops in comfort. We placed it in service on the 
fastest schedule we could maintain. We promoted it with advertising. But it has not proved 


| popular with the public. 


i To the contrary, for the past year the new service averaged only 52 passengers per trip— 
a little more than half the capacity of the car and only a few more passengers per trip than 


the former steam trains carried. 
| 


Asa result, our out-of-pocket loss on the service has averaged 78 cents for each passenger 


carried. Not counting anything for interest on our investment in the new car, share of 
overhead and fixed charges, or for the advertising support provided, our loss has exceeded 
| $30,000 per year—more than 50% above the Commission’s estimate. 


The truth of the matter is that the public neither needs nor will support this service. 


Other service plentiful 


There is a fine, high-speed, super highway between 
Sacramento and San Francisco, making the trip 
an easy drive. In addition, the following alternate 
means of public transportation are available: 


BY BUS: 41 daily schedules westbound, 39 
eastbound. 


BY AIR: Alpe daily Testbdand flights, 10 east- 
bound. i 


B Y R A | L: 11 daily S.P. trains each way between 
Sacramento and San Francisco or between 
San Francisco and intermediate points (Davis 
or Martinez), including 6 trains each way the 
entire distance, Sacramento-San Francisco. 


Western Pacific has daily train service each 
_way between Sacramento and San Francisco. 


In the light of the above, we do not believe that 
argument can be seriously advanced that public 
necessity or convenience requires continuation of 
our midday rail-diesel car service; We are, accord- 
ingly, requesting the Public Utilities Commission 
to permit us to discontinue it. 


It seems to us that we should be permitted to 
direct our efforts and money toward providing the 
services which the public, by its patronage, has in- 
dicated it wants and will use, rather than services 
which it doesnt want and won’t use.
